The day 
before we got there Madune Can- 


aged 113, the last survivor 


of that bloody flght, passed awny. 
Next we itopped at El Paso, but 
spent most of onr time in Juarez, 
the Mexican town across the river. 
Here in the oatbedral we saw Mexi- 
cans kneeling on the bare door, re- 
gardless of the spectators. Right 
across the square from the cathedral 
was the bull ring, and facing both 
was the police station. The Datives 
go to church Sunday morning and to 
the ball flght Sunday afternoon. 


The party journeyed westward, 


stopping here and there to glance at 
some historic spot, and by and by 
reached Yuma, the hottest town on 
earth—literally speaking. It is said 
that a gentleman who once went to 
the place, where good Sunday school 
boys do not go, implored the "Old 
N*ick" to send back to Yuma to get 
bis .'coat and'blankets, as he was 
cold in his new quarters." 


Mr. Selby then took his class 


through the orange groves of South- 
ern California. He took them to 
the charming cities and to the 
summer resorts, famous the world 
over. He had views of most of them, 
and as he talked, passed around 
views of thelvarious places of inter- 
est. This was one of the pleasant- 
est features of the talk. .
